A dolf H itler’s aerial invaders captured the capital city of 
Canea in the nine-day-old Battle of Crete today, the German 
high command announced, and Nazi dive bombers have frus­ 
trated a British attempt to escape by sea. 
The German communique declared that British resistance 
on the 160-mile-lonpr island was smashed, with Allied defend­ 
ers suffering heavy losses as they retreated. 
British Middle East headquarters acknowledge that Brit­ 
ish troops defending Canea have been “ obliged to make a fur­ 
ther withdrawal to a more favorable position in the rear.” 
A series of other swift-breaking developments paced the British 
setback on Crete. These Included: 
I.—Capture of Halfaya ("hellfire") pase In Egypt by Axis troops 
now striking with renewed fury toward the Sues canal. 
1.—Britain and her old ally. France, have met In open combat for 
the first time—a clash between R.A.F. and French warplanes over 
Syria. 
2.—Germany and Italy granted Franca permission to build up a 
continental air force Tor “defense of em pire”—apparently countering 
Britain’s threat to s tu c k unoccupied France lf Chief of Surf Philippe 
P eu in continues h it active cooperation with the reich. 
Nail mountain troops, supported by waves of ihachine-gunnlng and 
bombing attack planes, were said to be persuing the British serous 
Crete. 
The communique said dive-bombing Stukas had thwarted a Brit­ 
ish attem pt to retreat by sea with the destruction of four ships fo­ 
u lin g 5.400 tons and the damaging of two others in Suds bay, site 
of a big British naval base. 
On the North African front. Hitler's high command said Axis 
troops had recaptured Halfaya ("Hell-Plre") pass, southeast of Salurn, 
Egypt, and inflicted “severe and bloody losses'* on the British. 
The British had praviously conceded the fall of Saturn in the 
zigzag desert fighting, which has seen the outpost change hands a 
half dozen times.

On the N ail sweep deeper into 
Crete, the German high command 
said operations by mountain troops, 
parachutists and air-borne troops 
were making "good progress'* and 
had broken “the stubborn resist­ 
ance of British forces and Insurg­ 
ent bands.” 
“In audacious attacks, the enemy 
was thrown out of Us positions. 
The cspiul. Canea. was taken, and 
the defeated enemy forces are be­ 
ing pursued south of Suda bay.” 
Situation Called ‘Serious’ 
The British admitted a critical 
stage had been reached, with Im­ 
perial 
troops 
out-numbered 
and 
frayed by oncessant aerial atrafing. 
"The situation is serious." a Lon­ 
don spokesman acknowledged. 
The Rome radio reported that 
Italy's navy had escorted safely 
two convoys with 70 shiploads of 
Axis troops and supplies to the 
M editerranean isle. 
If true, this would tend to sup­ 
port Axis assertions that tha Brit­ 
ish fleet has been driven from 
Crete waters by the fury of dive­ 
bombing attacks. Dispatches from 
Alexandria.

British Admit Salum'a Fall 
Prem ier 
Mussolini's high com­ 
mand said Axis troops “in victori­ 
ous action" had captured import­ 
ant positions from the British In 
the Saturn sector, on the Libyan- 
Egyptian frontier, and seized nine 
cannon and seven tanks. 
The British conceded that the 
Germans probably had retaken Sa­ 
turn. but said the frontier post "has 
passed from hand to hand so often 
that it is getting slightly worn 
out.”

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Bor glums Son Carries On Work At Shrine To Democracy

APID CITY. S. D.—Lincoln Borglum first paw Mount Rusn- 
more from the hack of a pony while accompanying hie 
sculptor father on a w eeklong tour of the Black Hills 17 
>;ears ago. 
Young Borglum was I t years old then 
Today at the aga 
of 2fi he surveys the heights of Rushmere from scaffolds and 
swinging chairs as he directs the final touches to the gigan­ 
tic mountain memorial his father decided upon as a result of 
that early horseback trip. 
Outzon Borglum’s dream s of 17 years ago began taking 
form three years later when he started carving on the greet 
granite uplift the faces of four American presidents. Wash- 
ingfon. Jefferson. Lincoln and Theodore Roosevelt. 
The Borglums’ father-son relationship in the memorial proj­ 
ect expanded gradually from the day when the boy probably 
could view’ his father s dream s with little more than curiosity 
aa they rode the mountain trails together. 
The father found the son an eager pupil, not only In the 
■ rf of mountain c a n in g but in the whole field of sculpture. 
As the work progressed they stepped naturally into the 
roles of m aster and apprentice. In 1932. Lincoln became his 
father's first assistant. It w as natural that the memorial com­ 
mission should choose him to carry on after his fa th e r* death 
last March 6. 
"Little remains to be done to finish the work as father 
planned it." he said. "I want only to carry on as he wished." 
Carving of the faces, 65 feet from chin to crown, wa* com­ 
pleted before the father died, and Lincoln has said the features 
of the four presidents will not he touched. 
"W e’ve got to finish the hair on Jefferson. Roosevelt and 


Mount Rushm ere as It appears today. The face of Theodor* 
Roosevelt recently w as cleared of considerable scaffolding.

Ring At Cleveland Is 


Eyed By Grand Jury

CLEVELAND, May 28 — County

gamblers has been speculating in 
human lives here for (he last de­ 
cade.

Official* said face value* of the 
policies generally ranged from ISO 
to $500 and the insurance was of 
the type that required no medical 
examination, so that the insured 
would he unaw are that anyone had 
a stake in his death. 
8om* of the men under inves­ 
tigation now have insurance on as 
many a* BO persons, it wa* re­ 
ported. 
Ohio laws make It a felony to 
obtain Insurance on the life of an ­ 
other person without hi*

edge.

representing untruly that there i* 
a blood relationship between the 
person taking the policy and the 
person on whose life It Is issued.

An electric map m a d e by fifth 
and sixth grade students of the 
Chester Central school for use in 
study of the location of Important 
cities 
and 
other 
geographical 
points of Interest is attracting at­ 
tention in W est Virginia educa­ 
tional circles. 
The May issue

the 
state 
school 
journal 
precented 
a

tailed description of the map. 
The project is constructed 
by 
mounting a large map on a piece 
of 
plywood 
or 
heavy 
cardboard 
about 4 feet square. 
The names 
of the important cities are writ­ 
ten in alphabetical order at the 
side of the map and marked with 
a 
small bolt 
through 
the wood 
with a nut at the back. 
Another bolt is inserted at the 
city on the map and connected 
with a wire to the index bolt at 
the side. A porcelain socket and 
light bulb are placed at the cen­ 
ter of the top. One 
wire leads 
from the light fixture in the wall 
to one side of the socket and from

Prove Bothersome Here

WASHINGTON—Dr. M. L 
Fer- 
nald of Harvard university, in the 
annual report of the Smithsonian 
Institution, says that more than 
a thousand European “ weeds” have 
1 invaded America In the last three 
! centuries. 
In their native lands many of 
them were lovely flowers, but in 
this country they 
have 
become 
pests. Dr. Fernald said an example 
is the St. James-wort, one of the 
most beautiful plants of the British 
hillsides. 
About 70 years ago this species 
appeared in Nova Scotia, and by 
1900 it had become one of the 
worst 
weeds of the countryside. 
Farm ers in that locality rechris- 
toned it "Stinking Willie’’ and now 
j it hag reached as far south as 
Massachusetts. 
“ The 
'weed 
army’ enters 
the 
United States with every arrival 
of uncleaned European seeds, in 
stockings, trouser bottoms, skirt- 
hems and blankets of immigrants 
and travelers, also In the litter and 
old straw used 
in 
packing from 
abroad.’’ Dr. Fernald said. 
The “ devil's paintbrush’’ a love­ 
ly plant with orange and scarlet 
blossoms, which was prized highly 
in New England gardens a half 
century ago. now is a weed.
